Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  work  of  your  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  1942, 
having  taken  over  from  Dr.  Appleton  who  joined  H.M.  Forces  in 
November.  This  report  is  drawn  up  on  the  lines  indicated  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2773. 

It  should  be  noted  that  this  is  again  an  interim  report  only, 
and  is  confined  to  a  bare  statement  of  Vital  Statistics'  and  particulars 
of  Infectious  Diseases.  After  the  termination  of  the  war  a  report 
will  be  made  dealing  more  fully  with  the  period  from  the  beginning 
of  1939  to  the  end  of  the  last  complete  year,  giving  separate 
statistics  for  each  year  in  order  that  the  annual  records  may,  as  far 
as  practicable,  be  continuous  and  complete. 

1942  can  be  said  to  have  been  a  satisfactory  year  from  a  Public 
Health  point  of  view.  It  was  a  year  free  from  air  raid  warnings, 
and  shelter  life  with  its  attendant  dangers  to  health  had  not  to  be 
endured. 

The  vital  statistics  were  satisfactory  and  the  number  of 
Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  again  decreased  with  the  exception 
of  Scarlet  Fever,  which  shewed  a  definite  rise,  there  being  96  cases, 
compared  with  25  in  1941.  Fortunately,  however,  the  disease  was 
of  a  very  mild  character.  In  few  of  these  cases  was  it  found  neces- 
sary  to  remove  the  patient  to  Hospital  as  the  policy  has  been  to 
keep  cases  at  home  if  they  could  be  adequately  nursed  with  proper 
isolation. 
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Protective  measures  against  Whooping  Cough  were  com' 
menced  by  Dr.  Appleton,  and  have  been  continued  in  his  absence. 
This  treatment  consists  of  three  injections  given  at  weekly  intervals 
and  a  fourth  injection  a  month  later.  The  number  of  children  who 
received  this  treatment  is  given  later  in  this  report,  but  it  is  yet  too 
early  to  say  how  much  the  incidence  of  this  disease  may  be  con- 
trolled  by  these  measures. 

With  regard  to  Diphtheria,  the  downward  trend  in  the  number 
of  cases  notified  still  continued.  There  was  one  death,  occurring  in 
a  non-immunised  child.  Full  particulars  of  the  immunisation 
treatment  carried  out  during  the  year  will  be  found  later  in  this 
report,  but  I  wish  to  stress'  here  how  important  it  is  that  children 
from  one  to  five  years  of  age,  i.e.,  the  pre-school  period  of  life, 
should  be  immunised,  and  I  would  point  out  to  parents  the  absolute 
necessity  of  doing  their  duty  towards  their  children  in  this  respect. 

Scabies  was  still  a  problem,  but  efficient  treatment  carried  out 
at  the  First-Aid  Posts  gradually  subdued  this  infestation,  and  I 
would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  personnel  at 
the  Posts  who  continued  to  assist  so  willingly  with  the  treatment. 

Among  the  principal  causes  of  death,  those  resulting  from 
Cancer  and  Malignant  Diseases  declined,  there  being  49  in  1942, 
compared  with  63  in  1941.  Fatal  Tuberculosis  also  declined,  there 
being  11  deaths  in  1942  and  21  in  1941.  In  the  other  principal 
causes  of  death  there  was  very  little  change.  Unfortunately,  the 
Infantile  Mortality  shewed  a  slight  increase  compared  with  the 
previous  year,  there  being  29  Infantile  deaths  in  1942,  compared 
with  21  in  1941.  However,  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  com¬ 
pared  favourably  with  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole.  There  was 
one  Maternal  death  following  an  operation. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  and  to  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  for  their  loyal  co-operation  during  the  year.  With  their 
help  I  feel  sure  that  the  satisfactory  condition  of  the  health  of  the 
people  of  this  Borough  will  be  maintained.

Social  Conditions  of  the  Area. 

There  was  undoubtedly  an  improvement  in  the  standard  of 
living  among  the  poorer  people  of  this  area.  For  the  first  time 
since  the  last  war  many  men  were  being  paid  wages  which  enabled 
them  to  provide  adequately  for  their  families.  The  dependents  of 
men  in  the  Forces  were  not  so  well  placed  as  those  with  men  in 
civilian  employment,  but  the  women  often  supplemented  their 
incomes  by  working  themselves  and  on  the  whole  a  general 
economic  levelling  up  was  apparent.  However  this  may  be,  the 
nutrition  of  the  people  generally  appeared  to  be  well  maintained 
and  among  the  poorer  persons  to  be  improved.

Natural  Increase  in  Population. 

The  number  of  births  exceeded  the  number  of  deaths  by  200. 


Infantile  Mortality  and  Maternal  Mortality. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  infantile  deaths  show  an  increase  on 
the  previous  year,  there  being  29  infant  deaths  during  1942,  as 
compared  with  21  in  1941,  and  our  infantile  mortality  rate  is  48.57, 
as  compared  with  39.77  for  1941.  The  figure  for  the  Country  as 
a  whole  is  49.0. 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  is  1.64,  compared  with  nil  for 
1941,  and  2.01  for  the  country  as  a  whole.

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Diphtheria. 

The  incidence  of  Diphtheria  was  less  during  1942  than  1941, 
when  it  was  again  less  than  1940.  41  cases  were  notified  in  1937, 
36  in  1938,  19  in  1939,  17  in  1940,  14  in  1941,  and  11  in  1942. 
This  gives  a  rate  of  0.27  per  thousand  of  the  population,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  0.34  for  1941.  The  rate  for  the  country  as  a  whole  is 
1.05,  so  that  our  rate  is  considerably  below  that  for  the  country  as 
a  whole.  Possibly  one  of  the  causes  of  the  comparatively  small 
number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  is  the  fact  that  immunisation  has 
been  carried  on  in  this  district  for  some  considerable  time.  At  the 
end  of  1942  it  was  estimated  that  62.2%  of  the  children  1  to  5 
years  of  age,  and  80.94%  of  the  children  between  5  and  15  years 
of  age,  in  this  borough,  had  been  immunised.  It  is  still  necessary 
for  more  children  under  5  to  be  immunised,  and  parents  should 
realise  the  importance  of  having  their  children  immunised  before 
they  go  to  school. 

There  was  one  death  from  Diphtheria  during  the  year  1942, 
occurring  in  a  non-immunised  child.

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  greater  during  1942  than 
during  1941,  96  cases  being  notified,  as  compared  with  25  in  1941. 
This  gives  us  a  rate  of  2.4  per  thousand  of  the  population,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  0.62  for  1941,  and  2.19  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

25  cases'  were  admitted  to  hospital,  or  26.04%  of  the  cases 
notfied.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease  during  1942. 

The  policy  has  again  been  not  to  admit  cases  of  uncomplicated 
Scarlet  Fever  to  hospital,  where  they  can  be  adequately  nursed  at 
home  with  proper  isolation. 

Erysipelas. 

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as  compared  with 
6  in  1941.  This  gives  us  a  rate  per  thousand  of  0.05,  as  compared 
with  0.30  for  the  country  as  a  whole,  and  0.15  for  1941. 

Pneumonia. 

There  were  17  cases  of  Pneumonia  notified  during  the  year, 
as  compared  with  27  in  1941.  This  gives  a  case  rate  per  thousand 
of  0.42,  as  compared  with  1.07  for  the  country  as  a  whole,  and  0.66 
for  1941. 

There  were  15  deaths  from  this  disease,  as  compared  with  21 
in  1941.  This  gives  a  mortality  rate  of  0.37  per  thousand  of  the 
population,  as  compared  with  0.52  for  1941. 

Measles. 

There  were  248  cases  of  Measles  notified  during  the  year, 
compared  with  258  in  1941,  giving  a  case  rate  of  6.20  per  thousand, 
as  compared  with  6.29  for  1941,  and  7.46  for  the  country  as  a 
whole. 
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Whooping  Cough. 

There  were  30  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  notified  during  the 
year,  compared  with  177  in  1941,  giving  a  case  rate  of  0.75  per 
thousand,  as  compared  with  4.32  for  1941,  and  1.73  for  the  country 
as  a  whole. 


Immunisation  Against  Whooping  Cough. 

Protective  treatment  against  this  disease  was  commenced  in 
1942,  and  during  the  year  335  children  received  the  complete 
treatment,  which  consists  of  three  injections  given  at  weekly 
intervals,  and  a  fourth  injection  a  month  later.  32  children  failed 
to  complete  the  full  treatment. 


Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis. 

There  was  one  case  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis  notified 
during  the  year,  compared  with  3  in  1941  giving  a  case  rate  of  0.02 
per  thousand,  as  compared  with  0.07  in  1941,  and  0.14  for  the 
country  as  a  whole.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 


Scabies. 

There  were  76  cases  of  Scabies  coming  to  our  notice  during 
1942,  compared  with  72  in  1941,  but  there  may  have  been  many 
more  cases  of  which  we  had  no  knowledge.  All  the  cases  which 
were  notified  were  investigated. 

Arrangements  were  continued  for  treatment  at  the  Cleansing 
Sections  of  the  First-Aid  Posts,  and  the  trained  nurses  and  personnel 
of  the  Posts  willingly  helped. 


Tuberculosis. 

There  were  1 1  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  (8  males  and  3 
females)  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  21  deaths  in  1941. 
8  of  these  deaths  (6  males  and  2  females)  occurred  in  Pulmonary 
cases.

Cancer  and  Malignant  Disease. 

Deaths  from  Cancer  and  other  forms  of  Malignant  Disease 
amounted  to  49  or  8.10  of  the  total  deaths.  Last  year  the  corres¬ 
ponding  figure  was  63  or  13.29%  of  the  total  deaths. 

There  were  19  deaths  amongst  males  and  30  amongst  females. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

As  we  have  no  Laboratory  in  Sale,  the  specimens  were 
submitted  to  the  Department  of  Bacteriology  and  Preventive 
Medicine  of  the  University  of  Manchester,  and  the  Laboratory  of 
Evans  Biological  Institute,  Runcorn. 

During  the  year  1942  the  following  specimens  were 
examined: — 

5  throat  and  nose  swabs  for  Diphtheria,  2  of  which  were 
positive  (University  of  Manchester). 

96  throat  and  nose  swabs  were  examined,  of  which  7  were 
positive  (Evans  Biological  Institute). 

3  specimens  of  sputum  were  bacteriologically  examined  for 
Tubercle  Bacillus  by  the  Department  of  Bacteriology  and 
Preventive  Medicine  of  the  University  of  Manchester. 
All  were  negative. 

75  specimens  of  sputum  were  bacteriologically  examined  for 
Tubercle  Bacillus'  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  of  the 
County  of  Chester,  6  of  which  were  positive.

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Adminis- 
tration  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1942. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  Mersey  and  Irwell  Joint  Committee  deal  with  any  pollu¬ 
tions  of  the  River  Mersey,  which  is  one  of  our  natural  boundaries. 
Closet  Accommodation. 

The  whole  of  the  district,  except  a  few  outlying  farms  and 
cottages,  is  on  the  water  carriage  system.  The  Council  now  have 
power  to  either  serve  Notice  on  an  Owner  to  so  convert  a  tippler 
closet  or  to  make  a  grant  towards  such  conversion. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  Surveyor's  Department  deal  with  street  cleansing,  and  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  controls  the  work  of  collection  and  disposal  of 
liouse  and  some  trade  refuse. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  Controlled  Tipping  on  low  lying 
land  near  the  boundary  of  the  district. 

Certain  classes  of  trade  refuse  are  delivered  to  the  tip  by  the 
Traders.  In  other  cases  the  Council  collect  and  charge  at  the  rate 
of  3d.  per  bin.

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REPAIRS  CARRIED  OUT  AS  A  RESULT  OF  FORMAL 
ACTION  UNDER  THE  HOUSING  ACTS. 

There  were  no  repairs  carried  out  as  a  result  of  formal  action 
under  the  Housing  Acts  during  the  year  1942. 

Shops  and  Offices. 

Under  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  and  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
Shops  and  Offices  where  persons  are  employed  must  be  provided 
with  suitable  and  sufficient  sanitary  accommodation.  A  considerable 
number  of  inspections  have  been  made  and  improvements  effected 
where  the  accommodation  was  found  to  be  unsuitable  or  insuffi- 
dent. 

Camping  Sites. 

There  are  no  recognised  camping  sites  in  the  district. 

Verminous  Premises. 

Bed  Bugs.  These  are  dealt  with  by  liquid  insecticides  and  a 
form  of  sulphur  fumigation.  Beetles  are  dealt  with  by  the  use  of 
Beetle  Powder.  Rats  and  Mice.  Red  Squill  biscuits  have  been  sup- 
plied.  In  all  cases  of  vermin  infestation  inspections  are  made  and 
advice  given.  The  County  Council  are  the  authority  under  the  Rats 
and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  and  where  it  is  considered  necessary  the 
County  officer  is  informed  of  Rat  infestation. 

Schools. 

The  County  Council  are  the  Education  Authority  and  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  the  Chief  School  Medical 
Officer.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

As  stated  in  previous  reports  we  are  depending  more  as  the 
district  grows  upon  outside  sources  for  the  Milk  required  in  this 
area. 

We  have  now  on  the  register  seven  producers  and  82  purveyors 
of  Milk.  Of  these  54  have  premises  within  the  district,  and  the 
remaining  28  sell  Milk  in  the  district  but  their  premises  are  regis¬ 
tered  in  other  areas. 

Seven  are  licensed  to  sell  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk. 

One  is  licensed  to  sell  Accredited  Milk. 

Four  are  licensed  to  sell  Pasteurised  Milk. 

One  is  licensed  to  bottle  Accredited  Milk. 

Slaughter-houses. 

There  are  nine  Slaughter-houses  in  the  District,  but  no  regular 
slaughtering  has  taken  place  since  January,  1940. 

Slaughtering  of  pigs  by  pig  keepers  for  their  own  consumption 
took  place  on  nine  occasions.  The  carcases  were  examined  and  one 
head  and  one  pluck  were  found  to  be  diseased.
